without Our conſent; but contrary to our ſeverall expreſle 
"Commands, publiſhed by ſeverall Proclamations, Letters, 
and otherwiſe. And the ſame Forces are acually in ſo 
much forwardnefle,as that there are divers Horſemen daily 
Exerciſed, and Trained in places about London, and great 
numbers of Foot in raiſing; and a Generall, and other prin- 
cipall Officers are nominated and declared, and they have 
_ accepted, and taken upon them thoſe places, and have al- 
ready done ſeverall Ads ' of Hoſtility againſt Vs, which 
clearly appear to be a levying of Warre againſt Vs ; We 
have found it neceſfary, to raiſe, and levy Forces, for the 
defence of the true Proteſtant Religion, Our Perſon, the 
two Houſes of Parliament, the Laws of the Land, the Li- 
bertie and Propriety ofthe Subjea,and the juſt Priviledges 
of Parliament. And now, leſt any Popiſh Recuſants ſhould 
preſume to offer to ſerve Vs herein, or procure themſelves 
to be liſted, as Officers, or Souldiers in Our Army, without 
Our knowledge, and to the end that Our intention herein 
. may be clearly known, That whereas one principall aim 
_ of railing theſe forces, is, for the defence and maintenance 
ofthe true Proteſtant Religion, We may not be ſerved with 
. Papiſts, as falſely and flanderouſly hath been objected a- 
 gainft Vs, Wedo hereby declare Our exprefſe. Will and 
Pleaſure tobe, and We do hereby ſtraightly Command, 
That no Perfon or Perſons ſoever being Popiſh Recuſants, 
ſhall preſume ro come to Qur Court, contrary to the Law 
in ſuch caſe provided, nor any Popiſh Recuſant, or Papiſt, 
take any Office, or Place, or Liſt himſelf as a Souldier in 
this Service. 


And to the end there may be as full diſcovery as on 
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be made of ſuch as ſhall , contrary to this Our Procla® 
mation, be ſo liſted into ſuch Our ſervice, We do ſtraight- 
ly command and charge all Officers and Souldiers, who 
ſhall be entred orliſted for this Our ſervice, That upon the 
firſt Muſter-day after they ſhall be ſo Liſted, they take the 
Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, both which We ſhall 
take care ſhall be tendered unto them according to the Law, 
throughout Our Army. And if any ſhall continue his 
name in thoſe Lifts, and yet ſhall refuſe the ſaid Oaths,We 
ſhall not onely caſhiere them, bur alſo otherwiſe proceed 
againſt them, according to the Law. | 

And as We ſhall be carefull that all Our Officers and 
Souldiers ſhall be duly paied, that there be no occafion or 
pretence of neceſſity amongſt them to burthen any of Our 
Subjetsz So We do hereby ſtraightly Charge and Com- 
mand, That none of the ſaid Officers, or Souldiers, pre- 
ſume to take any thing from any of Our good SubjeRs 
without due payment forthe ſame, nor commit any unlaw- 
full Violence or Outrage. And to all theſe Our Com- 
mands We expe a ſtri&t Obedience of all Our Subjeds 
whom it may concern, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their uttermoſt perill. And being thus carefull that by this 
Our neceſlary ſervice, Our Subjects ſhould not in any de- 
gree ſuffer or be wronged, ſo We doexpeR and require, 
Thatall Our Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, Majors, Bayliffs, 
and all other Our Officers and Subjes; ſhould uſe their 
beſt endeavours as there ſhall be occafion for the affiſtance 
and covenient ſupplies of Our ſaid Officers, and Souldiers, 
with ſuch things as ſhall be neceſſary and fit for them, at

And ſuch of Our ſaid Subje&s, as ſhall come unto Vs 
( either to Our ſaid Town of Nottingham, orto any other 
place, where We ſhall happen to Encamp) Armed , and 
Arrayed , with Horſe, Piſtolls, Muskets, Pikes, Corfſlets, 
Horſes for Dragoons , or other fitting Arms and Furni. 
ture, We ſhall take them into Our Pay, ( ſuch of them ex- 
cepted, who ſhall be willing, as Voluntiers, to ſerve Vs in 
this Our neceſsity without Pay.) "And whoſoever ſhall, in 
this Our Danger and Neceſsity , ſupply Vs either by Gift, 
or Loan of Money, or Plate, for this Our neceſſary De- 
fence ( wherein they alſo are ſo nearly concerned ) We 
ſhall as ſoon as God ſhall enable Vs, repay whatſoever is ſo 
lent, and upon all Occaſions Remember, and Reward thoſe 
Our good Subjeas,according to the meaſure of their Love, 
and Aﬀections to Vs and their Countrey.
